Zagreb Blends Old World Culture 
With Modem Tourism Facilities 


ZAGREB — This city's 
rooftops were used in the 
film version of "Fiddler on 
the Roof." Much of "The 
Winds of War" was filmed in 
and around here. Croatia's 
capital is the Old World 
preserved in stone, 
surrounded by meadows, 
vineyards and villages. 
Upper Town, on the slopes 
of Mt. Medvednica, evolved 
from a diocese founded in 
1094 by a Hungarian king. A 
cannon is still fired every 
day at noon from a 13th 
century watchtower. 

Lower Town reflects the 
19th century Austro- 
Hungarian period, in 
flowers, fountains, cafes 
and a large outdoor market 
in the shadow of cathedral 
spires. 


Modern Zagreb, a center of 
industry and art, was built 
after World War II, along and 
across the Sava River. 
Clients on most escorted 
tours will stay at the Hotel 
Inter-Continental or the 
Esplanade, both deluxe, 
both expensive. 

The Inter-Continental, 
across from the opera 
house, is ultra-modern.

The Esplanade, according to 
the manager, “tries for the 
elegance of the Hapsburg 
era, with Vienna as a 
model."

VlaSi6f in astronomy means Pleiades 
or the seven daughters of Atlas. A 
group of stars named Pleiades. Vlah 
also could mean stranger in dialect. 

This prolific clan had four coats of 
arms, the first hand drawn by Korjenlc* 
Neoric in 1595 and on deposit at the 
University Library In Zagreb. The colors 
are gold for the dots, silver for the 
white, red for vehicle lines, blue for 
horizontal lines and - green for left 
slanted lines. Arms were probably 
granted for valor in battle against the 
Turks.

I am writing to you, editor of the YACQ publication "the

I would like to express my feelings on a specific article in the 
September 1984 issue, the r, Sneaky Pete Show".
